Aceording to the Alameda 
County Veterinary Medical Asso- 
ciation the skin of your pet is a 
mirror which reflects the general 
health and well-being of your dog 
or cat. An animal with a prime 
coat is almost always in excellent 
health. 

Neglect of your pet’s skin prob- 
lems can be dangerous and ex- 
pensive, said a spokesman for the 
veterinary group. Principles of 
hygiene such as cleanliness of 
bedding, quarters and grooming 
tools are of great importance. 
Fresh air, sunshine, adequate ex- 
ercise and a proper diet are es- 
Sentials in skin health mainte- 
nanc.e 

Parasites, it was noted, pro- 
duce more skin diseases than any 
other agent. As with most skin 
diseases, treatment in the early 
Stage is necessary for best re- 
sults. Fleas are the worst offen- 
ders. Mange mites, lice and ticks 
are not uncommon. Fungal 
(ringworm) and bacterial infec- 
tions are aften seen, and some 
are contagious to man. 

Skin diseases should not be ne- 
gilected. Early consultation with 
a doctor of veterinary medicine 
will establish the reai cause, it 
Was pointed out,

Dr. H. P. Lundgren 


Dr. Harold P. Lundgren, Chief 
of the U.S, Department of Agri- 
eulture’s Wool and Mohair La- 
boratory here, received the De- 
partment’s Superior Service 
Award May 17 in a ceremony 
in Washington, D.C. 

In conferring the award, Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Orville L. 
Freeman recognized Dr. Lund- 
gren’s world-wide fame in wool 
research. Under his dynamic 
leadership, the, Department’s la- 
boratory has made outstanding 
progress in both fundamental and 
applied research. Results _ are 
bringing benefits to growers of 
wool and mohair and _ to . con- 
sumers. 

As a result of the work of Dr. 
Lundgren’s team of scientists, a 
new ‘commercial process was de- 
veloped that makes garments re- 
sistant to shrinkage during ma- 
chine washing. Men’s wool shirts 
and -women’s dresses and sweat- 
ers made from wool treated by 
this progress are now on the mar- 
ket. ‘Last year Dr. Lundgren and 
his colleagues received the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture’s Dis- 
tinguished Service Award for de- 
velopment of this process. 

Dr, Lundgren has directed the 
Wool and Mohair laboratory 
since its beginning in 1948. He 
has ‘been at the lab since 1941. 
During these years he has par- 
ticipated in many national and 
international wool science meet- 
ings, has lectured widely, and 
has published numerous reports 
of his studies. 

Most noteworthy recent recog- 
niton of hs stature in wool tech- 
nology is his selection as Chair- 
man ‘of the Fourth International 
Wool: Conference, which will 
bring several hundred .delegates 
and vistors from all wool produc- 
ing countries to California in 
1970. \ These conferences are held 
every, five years. Last year he 
received the Harold DeWitt 
Smith Gold Medal of the Ameri- 
ean Society for Testing and Ma- 
terials for his work in. textile 
science. 

The Lundgren family lives at 
92 Kingston Rd., Berkeley. The 
older son, John, is a University 
of California “medical student. 
The younger son, William, is ma- 
joring#in biological science at the 
University of California at Davis.
